nour, love and obedience to all to whom 
they are due to bear no malice or hatred 
within our hearts - to be ſober, temperate, 
and chaſte in thought, word, and deed 
to be true and juſt in all our dealings 
to keep our tongues from evil- ſpeaking, 
lying, and flandering—and to be content 
with ſuch things as we have. All theſe 
things, the holy, juſt; and good Law of - 
Gop commands; in all theſe things is the” 
delight of every real Chriſtian; and tho' 
in many things he may and does offend, 
yet he can ſay out of the abundance of

2. Hearing and Reading the Word of God. 
Not indeed merely reading and hearing, 
as if there were any piety or true Religion 
in reading ſo many Chapters, or in hear- 
ing ſo many Sermons; but, in obedience 
to the expreſs command of Gop, ſo to 
read, as to mark, learn and inwardly digeſt 
the word of -Gop : which is alſo called the 
Word of trutb, of life, of ſalvation: to 
ſearch the Scriptures, that we may knorr.

that are written therein: to mix faith there- 

with, that we may profit by them: to ſtu-

The Word of God is to be heard, pou 
well as read; and for the ſame bleſſed 
purpoſes: this is a duty incumbent upon 
all ; and not more our duty than our pri- 
weve, if we conſult our real, beſt, eternal 
2 Miniſters are commanded to preach. 
word in ſeaſon, and out of feaſon ; 
which implies that people are required to 
attend it: it is neceſſary that they ſhould 
do ſo; for it is the great mean of Salvation 
which Gop himſelf hath appointed: but 
then it is not enough that we only bear it;

of true Prayer. Prayer, whether ſecret

Chriſtian Reader, Doſt thou believe the 
Scriptures? Do they not poſitively aſſure 
thee that Idolaters ſhall not inherit the king- 
dom of Gop? And is nor Popery the very 
nurſe of Idolatry, white it encourages the 
Worſhip of Saints, the Adoration of Images, 
and of the conſecrated bread in the Sacra- 
ment? Are nottheworſhippers of the Baby- 
loniſh Beaſt in a damnable Condition? Rev. 
xiii. 14. andxiv.8—11. And that the Church 
of Rome is that Babylon, has been proved 
by ſome of the moſt learned and pious men 
that ever lived. Is it not a moſt dangerous 
my to truſt in our own Righteouſneſs and 
good: Works, inſtead of the Sacrifice and 
Righteouſneſs of our G o Þ and Saviour? 


And yet, the Church of Rome not only 
teaches its members to truſt in their own 
goodneſs,” but in the merit of others. Is 
it not a moſt horrible thing to equal or 
prefer any thing human to the ſacred Writ- 
ings? Is it not highly dangerous allowedly

men ſo? We know the dreadful woes which 
CnRIs r pronounced againſt the Phariſees 
for theſe things: and yet the Church of 
Rome profeſſedly makes the Word of Gap 
of none effect, and teaches her Membe 
to do ſo, by her Traditions. e 
Can the Church of Rome then be a 
Church of-Cazrsr ? Alas! what fellowſhip 
hath righteouſneſs with unrighteouſneſs ? 
what communion hath light with darkneſs? 
what concord hath CygrsT with Belial? and 
what agreement hath the temple of Gop 
with idols? Wherefore, © come out from 
among them, and be ye ſeparate, ſaith the 
Loxkb, and touch not the unclean thing; 
and I will receive you, and will be a Father 
unto you, and ye ſhall be my Sons and 
Daughters, faith the Lox p almighty,”

« time from the foundation of the world.” 
Nor let us forget to be thankful to that 
Gop, and to reſound his praife, who, from 
the time of the glorious Reformation hath - 
a miraculous ſeries of favourable Pro- 
vidences, preſerved the Truth as it is in 
Igls, pure and entire in this Nation: let us 
fn the more earneſt heed to it, and hold 
that which we have received, as the 
ſpecial, the greateſt gift of heaven, left 
it be taken from us; and let us heartily 
pity and pray for thoſe who are ſtill fo 
miferably eluded as to believe the Popifſh 
Tie. 
In a word : the State of the Nation is 
alarming ; the State of Religion is much 
more fo: therefore, as Men, as Citizens, 
as Chrifttans, BEWARE!
